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Editorial Comment

Planning 

It would be well for town officials to sit down and 
examine the school building situation. 

A proper evaluation of the construction schedules 
is needed, if the town is to meet the ever-increasing 
school population. | 

Planning of new schools now appears to be about 
a four-year job. If additional facilities are-needed, such 
as more elementary classrooms and an addition to the 
high school, then concrete planning should be underway 
now, 

If sites are needed, the selectmen should be pre- 
pared to act shortly. 

Need for adequate. planning can be seen in two 
particular school projects. 

The Bancroft school, supposed to open this month, 
will not be ready until January. According to enroll- 
ment figures taken this week, when the school does 
open, it will be near capacity. There were 439 children 
attending classes in the Bancroft section of the South 
school Monday. 

Planning for ‘the West school addition is moving 
along and the townspeople will be asked Oct. 7 to 
approve funds for the project. The building, however, 
if on schedule, will be a year behind the school 
department needs. Requested to be ready for occupancy 
in September 1969, it now appears the building will not 
be available until September, 1970. 

These are just two examples of how delays in plan- 
ning can only lead to problems in the future. 

In the discussion stage at the moment is an addition 
to the senior high school and a possible addition to 
the West Junior high school. 

If indeed, these are necessary, then the officials 
responsible should be moving forward without hesita- 
tion toward getting firm plans. 

If additional elementary educational facilities are 
needed beyond the West school addition, now is the 
time to be preparing to meet these needs. 

Delays only hinder. the operation of what is con- 
sidered’ a good scliool «system. ~ 


Primary 


The primary election on Tuesday probably seems like 
a useless venture, since for the most part there is little 
or any contest. 

Voters, however, must not neglect the election. 

It is important to show a feeling of voter support to the 
candidates. Andover this year will be choosing three 
representatives to the state legislature from various pre- 
cincts as it joins Lawrence and North Andover in three 
representative districts. 

Voting is a gift to the American people. Exercise of 
the franchise entrusted by the constitution is something 
which should not be taken lightly. 

As another primary election approaches, we urge 100 
per cent participation. 

It might even lead to the abolition of the farcical party 
conventions which have just been perpetrated on the 
American public. 

Possibly the nomination of Presidential candidates 
should be left up to the American public. Indeed the nom- 
inees were not the most popular among the candidates 
offered, or at'- least not according to the popular votes 
taken in primaries in several states. 

Maybe Congress would become more cognizant of the 
fact that the voters of the country are interested in pick- 
ing the next president from the primary through to 
the final choice, if a good turnout of voters in somewhat 
inconsequential primaries is shown. 


The freedoms guaranteed by the constitution are hard- 
earned liberties enjoyed by no other country as much as 
they are in America. 

We must continue to uphold the liberties granted us, 
and one way is to get out and vote on Tuesday and show 
that we care and continue to have a say in our govern- 
mental processes.

Boon To Industry 


(A TOWNSMAN News feature) 


That the famed, or ill-famed 
**Roger’s Brook’’, which in modern 
times has been a recurring source 
of inconvenience to residents of 
mid-town Andover and is now going, 
definitively underground, once 
played a part in the local indus= 
trial scene is shown by an intere- 
esting printed flyer recently do- 
nated to the Andover Historical 
Society by Cornelius O, Wood, In 
this document Nathaniel Swift, 
nephew and heir of Jonathan Swift 
(1759-1808), offers for sale prop- 
erty including the famous tannery 
which stood near present-day 
Chestnut Street to the east of Cen= 
tral, opposite the Swift house built 
in 1795, today the home of W.R, 
Hill, 

There can be no doubt that the 
‘*never-failing stream of water’’ 
which flowed through the tannery 
yards was Roger’s Brook, The 
many hides purchased by Jona- 
than from local Abbots, Chand- 
lers, Lovejoys, Holts, and others, 
as listed in his carefully kept Day 
Book also owned by the Society, 
were transformed into supple and 
marketable leather with the aid 
of this natural water supply 
which ‘today has become super- 
fluous, 

Questioners often speculate as to 
the origin of the name, Roger’s 
Brook, traditionally associated 
with the purchase of the Andover 
territory from the Indians, Ac- 
cording to an early document, the 


**contract’’ with the Indian Cut- 
shamache stipulated that ‘‘ye 
Indian Roger and his company”’ 
should continue to have the right 
to the alewives from the Cochich- 
ewick River, at least as long as 
they did not disturb the settlers 
by stealing or spoiling their ‘**corn 
or other fruit,’® Presumably Roger 
fulfilled his terms of the agree= 
ment, for his name was perpetuated 
not only in the name of the brook, 
but by the ‘‘Roger’s Stone’’ which 
long formed a landmark near the 
South Church, 

Uncertainty as to the mean- 
ing of the name is not of recent 
origin, however, for in another 
document also donated by Mr, 
Wood, the boundary of a large lot 
purchased in 1815 by Nathaniel 
from Jonathan’s widow, Silence 
Swift, is described as being marked 
by ‘‘a stake and stones in the 
center of Roger’s Brook (so= 
called),”® It was probably on this 
land, which extended from east of 
the tannery to modern Main Street 
that Nathaniel, a physician and 
Andover’s second postmaster, lo- 
cated his own house, the one= 
room first postoffice building, and 
the famed gardens which have been 
replaced by the Andover Savings 
Bank and its parking lot, Nathaniel 
Swift must have found the brook 
running through his property a 
great help in watering the fine 
trees and lawns with which he 
surrounded his house,
